ALL ABOUT SPONGES. 


INTERESTING INFORMATION CON¬ 
CERNING THEM. 


SponfM That Are Hire* of Industry Witli 
Street* and Alley*-How the Sponge 
Reproduce* It* Species-Method* of 
the Scientific Culturlst. 

It Is asserted by a Greek gentleman 
named Charalampos Chorphios that 
If proper measures were taken, the 
sponge fishery of Florida could be re¬ 
stored to the highest productiveness 
within a few years. Unquestionably 
a considerable appropriation of money 
would be required, but It would be 
trifling compared with the cash vatue 
of the augmented crops. 

The sponge reproduces its species 
by means of spores, corresponding to 
eggs, which are set free in the water. 
After being "hatched,” the young ones 
swim about for a while, eventuaif> 
attaching themselves to a rock o> 
other object. 

The mature sponge also produces 
little buds, which detach themselves 
from the parent and float away to 
begin life on their own account. The 
scientific culturlst, however, makes use 
of neither of these natural processes. 

The method he adopts Is extremely 
simple, though requirlry care and skin. 
Traveling over the fishing grounds in 
a boat. He pulls the sponge to tho 
surface with a hook on itoe end of a 
long pole. The freshly tackled sponge 
is not taken out of the water, but Is 
held beneath the surface, while tiio 
operator cuts it into pieces. 

The knife used is as sharp as a razor 
so that as little Injury as possible 
shall be done to the tissues of the 
sponge. The animal Is cut up in sue!* 
a manner that each piece shall retain 
a part of the original external surf act. 
Finally each fragment is fastened to a 
bit of stone by a wire and Is than 
dropped to the bottom. 

In shoal water an easier and prefer¬ 
able method Is to thrust a small splin¬ 
ter of wood through each fragmenx 
and stick It Into the bottom. In this 
way a number of sponges are made on.* 
of a single sponge. Borne of the frag¬ 
mentary ones die, but the grout ma¬ 
jority of them survive. For three* or 
four months they seem to be sickly, 
but at the end of that time they re¬ 
cover oncl begin to grow with surpris¬ 
ing rapidity. The planting must al¬ 
ways be done where the sponges will 
net be rolled about by the waves. 

There are thousands of species of 
sponges, but only half a dozen have 
any commercial value. There used to 
be much dispute as to whether these 
creatures were animal or vegetable, 
but science has decided them to belong 
to the former kingdom, being very low 
down and degraded relatives of the 
corals. 

The fact Is that a sponge, like the 
coral, Is a colony of little animals 
which occupy a sort of apartment 
house together. The animals ar# call¬ 
ed "polyps." and each of them being 
both male and female, every individ¬ 
ual In the community is In a position 
to rear a family on its own hook. The 
sponge In nature Is a fleshy and some¬ 
what Jelly-like body; only the skele¬ 
ton figures In commerce. The commer¬ 
cial sponges have horny skeletons, but 
there are ever so many species which 
have glass-llke or limey frames. 

The next time you use a sponge, ex¬ 
amine It, and you will find that the 
tut face Is covered with holes. Toward 
the top these holes are much larger. 
The whole mass is pervaded by a sys¬ 
tem of channels. When the animal Is 
alive water is kept constantly fl wing 
through these channels by means of 
minute, halr-like appendages which 
. the little polyps agitate. The water Is

Now go to your orchard of older trees 
that you wish to trim; cut off a limb 
an Inch or more in diameter; measure 
a portion of this limb so that It will 
equal the length of space to be covered 
cn the tree. Encircle the limb so as to 
obtain the length of bark; silt it and 
peel off. If not sufficient to oover space, 
take another section, etc. %Je with 
string and cover with grafting v ax 
so as to exclude air and water. If D. 
L. O had proceeded as above twenty 
days ago I think he could have saved 
large percentage of his trees.—D. E. 
D., In Ohio Farmer. 


Its Great Value and How Dost to Keep 
and Use It. 

Few people know what and how much 
they lose when they neglect their hen 
manure, says Farm and Home. Really, 
nothing Is more wasteful and un¬ 
thrifty than to allow poultry of any 
kind to roost at night In trees, on 
fences, or anywhere except over a 
compost heap, or above a tight board 
floor. Birds are so constituted that 
water, of which most of them drink a 
great deal, passes off through the skin 
and breath to a very large extent and 
not through the kidneys, as is the 
ease with the mammalia. The man¬ 
ure of fowls, therefore, contains their 
urine as a solid excrement. It may 
be recognized by its white color, and 
constitutes the most valuable portion 
of their droppings. The flooring or 
boards under the henroost should be 
smooth and close, with cleats around 
the space upon which the manure will 
fall. Dry earth, sand even, mixed 
with land plaster, or sprinkled over 
after spreading with a solution of sul¬ 
phate of Iron (copperas) should be 
evenly spread or scattered upon this 
floor daily; and where there ar» many 
hens the whole should be cleaned off 
and renewed twice a week. The pro¬ 
portion of earth to be addel should 
be two-thirds or three-quarters of the 
entire bulk. It should be placed* hi a 
heap under cover on a cem r nt < r brlel: 
or clay floor, where It may be shoveled 
over and mixed with sweepings of the 
house, feathers, broken eggs, dead 
chickens or rats or other small animals 
and such refuse generally. Including 
old hens nests. It must be kept moist; 
and In case there Is any odor, either 
of decomposlton or ammonia, It must, 
be suppressed by sprinkling with 
copperas water, scattering plaster or 
gypsum over the heap, or by the ad¬ 
dition of more earth. The best earth 
for all such purposes Is loamy soli. It 
should be prepared In dry, hot days 
by sifting upon a floor of boards In 
the sun, raking It over until thorough¬ 
ly dry. and barreling for use. Hen 
manure and wastes of the poultry 
house, preserved In this way, will In 
the course of a few months become 
nearly homegeneous and fine fertiliz¬ 
ers for field and garden use. A fresh 
heap should be started after the first 
has reached a convenient size; and It 
is always well to have a stick 1 or 1 1-2 
Inches In diameter, run Into the heap, 
and going nearly to the bottom, In 
order to Judge of the heat caused by 
the fermentation, which is constantly 
going on- This will be known by the 
heat of the stick when drawn out 
When the manure gets too hot, It must 
be shoveled over and repacked solidly.

With ordinary milk the yield Is about 
2.6 pounds of cured cheese for each 
pound of butter fat In the milk. The 
per cent- of butter fat In different 
milks very nearly determines their rel¬ 
ative values for cheese making. Prof. 
Van Slyke of New York found by a 
series of careful experiments that with 
milk ranging from 3.4 per cent, to 4.4 
per cent., the amount to each pound 
of butter fat was 2.72 pounds of green 
cheese, or 2.6 pounds cured for five 
weeka It was found the 6 per cent, 
milk made but 2.4 pounds of cured 
cheese for each pound of butter fat, 
put the better quality of the cheese 
from the richer milk was thought to 
compensate for the slight difference In 
quantity. It will be seen that 100 
pounds of 4 per cent, milk made 10 
pounds of cheese and 100 pounds of 6 
pen cent, milk made 12 pounds of 
cheese. __

The old 
fashion says: "You can't make me be¬ 
lieve that your new-fanglod weed erf 
and smoothing harrows can tell the 
difference between a corn plant and a 
wegdThe new fashion retorts: "Your 
dull hoe and soddy corn rows drove the 
boys off the farm.” It is a sort of 
guerilla warfare upon the outposts of 
the two systems. The sober seeker 
after truth would like to see the real 
Issus polned, for he Is tender both of 
his back and of his young plants. The 
Impartial student of the question will 
And that the new-fangled machine dots 
not distinguish between species of 
plants, but It does have a brutal re- 
spec^ for strength, and will tear out 
the halr-Hke tendril of a Just-sprouted 
weed but leave unharmed the deeper 
rooted corn or potato plant. But It 
will leave the weed If once well estab¬ 
lished; therefore “early and often” Is 
a by-law of the process. On the other 
hand, If the smoothing harrow or weed- 
er can scrape along a piece of sod, a 
flat stone, or an old corn stub, It ap¬ 
pears to enjoy the destruction of a 
young oorn plant equally with crow or 
chipmunk. A clean surface In preparing 
for the crop Is therefore another neces¬ 
sity of successful use of the new corn 
culture. With these things In mind 
the new method can be made a great 
improvement on the old by any farmer. 
—American Agriculturist.

After over fifty years’ experience In 
raising chickens, i have this year made 
a lot of coops that give better satis¬ 
faction than any I have ever seen, and 
I would advise every farmer to make 
some thfs winter. I believe that it la 
not exaggerating to say that millions 
of chickens are lost each year on ac¬ 
count of the kind of cocps they are 
kept In. They are eaten up by rats, 
drowned by rains, or poisoned by ac¬ 
cumulated filth. On movt farms the 
chicken coops arc temporary affairs, 
made from old barrels or boxes, or 
ximply a few stakes driven -own and 
the prn crowded Into a space cntlnly 
too small for her. I bought one patent 
coop for $2. and found that l had paid 
Just 1.09 more than It was worth. 

Lately I have studied the rabjact and 
made a few coops and tested them 
this year, and while I do not think they 
cannot be Improved, I have found 
them better than any I have ever seen. 
In a! inlying the subject. I concluded 
thnt tt e ersent a!s i f a good coop 
were economy, portability, thorough 
protection from both storms and damp- 
nc.-.i, aho from nil-cnemh s, and dura¬ 
bility, for the coops should bo made 
so that thty will last ten tears or 
more. The coop that I have chosen Is 
made three feet square, with u floor 
raised six Inches from the ground at 
the front nro eight Inches at the rear, 
the o J rt of thin r.lope being to pro¬ 
ven' wain from running 1 to tlu back 
pai t In case of a driving btorm, anil 
ihe nbjict in raising the floor is to glv 
.mmunlty from dampness, and yet 
o-ave no fill • • for rats nr olh.v \ 
m!n to hide under the floor, and to 
mnk* the floor lavt much longer than 
It would If resting on the ground. 

To make the coop light, we use posts 
at the corners two Inches square, cover* 
It with half-inch lumber, ami make the 
roof (f she* t-lron. For ventilation, we 
out a small window, say 6 by 12 Inches, 
ni each sld *. and cover It with wire 
netting on the Inside: but have a small 
fdid. -door on the outside, to close in 
< Id or /tormy wiather. At the front 
we rn lit.- a door as wide as the coop, 
excepting a three-inch strip at each 
Hide, and this door Is u light frame, 
covered with win* netting so close that 
the smallest chicken cannot get 
through It. and hung with hinges 
that It can be swung open when we 
wish to let the hen or brood out. 
U’b- n the coop i eeds cleaning, we open 
Mi" door. an<l with a hoc and broom 
citn n»on remove all accumulations. 

When the coop Is finished, we spike

A l.ow-Prlced and Kflfectlve Instrument 
for Thin Mprclflp Purpose. 

The level shown In the cut will co*t 
perhaps 35 cent* for material and a 
little more for making, unless you can 
make it yourself, says a writer In Ohio 
Farmer.

UhlIIT KIND OF CHICKEN COOP 
und ducks will go through two-inch 
ujesh until they are three or four 
weeks old. I buy this fence In the roll 
for to cents a red, and the two-inch 
m; sh for 20 cents. The panels of fence 
should he made strong, und so put to¬ 
gether that they will remain firm. For 
young ducks no floor will be needed, 
hut th*. only way to keep young chick¬ 
ens front having the gapes is to keep 
them from the ground until they are 
.-lx weeks old. One hen will take care 
of 40 ducks or 23 chickens in one of 
these coops; and after the ducks are 
three weeks old, and the weather Is 
settled, they are us well or better off 
without n hen. 

I can raise chickens better in an up¬ 
stairs room than in any other place.

HOW TO KEEP APPLES. 

Ciller ^C**ijulrlt« for Preservation In u 
l uiroriu l.ovv Temperature. 

On the subject of keeping applen 
Mr. O. \V. lluwdcn of Worcester, 
Mass., fn a roc nt mid loss, uuld: ‘‘if 
ajjplie are expected to keep well th*-y 
must be picked from the tree* and 
handled carefully.

red for winter or late keeping the 


Booner placed In a cool and uniform 
place tho better. A fruit house or cel¬ 
lar made with a view for the purpose 
Is bent, but most growers usually have 
to resort to their cellars. The chi T 
requisites for the preservation of fruit 
from October to May or June follow¬ 
ing are*a uniform low temperatuw?, 
which In autumn may be obtained Dy 
giving abundant ventilation on cool 
nights, to be closed when the atmos¬ 
phere Is warm. Fruit* should be main¬ 
tained or kept In as nearly as possi¬ 
ble its condition when gathered. The 
gradual ripening process, or the fer¬ 
mentation of the Juices premonitory 
to decay, should be checked and kept 
In n dormant condition. When main¬ 
tained nearly nt freezing point the 
mellowing or ripening process In the 
fruit nearly ceases. Fungi and mil¬ 
dew, tho primary causes of decay, do 
not germinate under these circum¬ 
stances. The best late keeping results 
are promoted thereby. The prices at 
which apples an- sold differ very ma¬ 
terially between October and June and 
are often as one to five; thus the grow¬ 
ing price In the cellar is of fully as 
much importance as the growing fruit 
In the orchard.”—Ice and Refrigera¬ 
tion.

Freshly plowed ground or a pile of 
fresh dirt contains large lumps u:id 
many comparatively open spaces, and 
jvhen travel comes on It without being 
sufficiently pulverized. It mak-s the 
very worst kind of a road. Therefor •, 
lu fore leaving the road, harrow th • 
fill thoroughly and completely and thus 
prepare n good highway.—Wallace's 
Farmer.

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Thick v*. Tliln Wheat Seeding. 

A series of experiments ha* been con¬ 
ducted for eleven consecutive years by 
the Indiana Agricultural Experiment 
Station relative to the quantity of 
wheat seed to sow. Seeding took place 
September 20. Oats stubble was broken 
and thoroughly prepared and velvet 
chaff wheat, a medium-sized seed, 
u*ed. The average yield, as well os the 
yield and weight per measured bushel 
in 1895, is shown in the following table: 
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pecks. In both the years named the 
wheat tillered .well and did not winter 
kill. The time of sowing, preparation 
and fertility of i,soil and size of the 
wheat kernels are all factors to be 
taken Into account In deciding upon 
the quantity of seed per acre. The re¬ 
sults obtained at tho Indiana station 
Indicate the desirability of sowing at 
least six pecks per acre as a rule.

Tho Ilordwiek Sheep. 



Twenty-three well-defined and dis¬ 
tinct breeds of sheep are recorded as 
bred and kept on the British Islands. 

Of these tho various classes of Downs 
and the three leading long wooled 
breeds have, for many years, been also 
bred In America, and more recently 
the Dorsets have been Imported and 
have proved a valuable addition to 
the sheep stock of the United States. 
Among the breeds unknown this side 
of the Atlantic Is the llerdavlck, the 
Illustration above being oA typical 
animals of that breed. Tiiese arc 
peculiarly upland sheep, flourishing 
only on the hills of Cumberia 
activity and Impatience of r 
they are rivaled only by the 
Mountain "Bighorns." They be 
strongly attached to thelf native 
accustomed grounds, and It is 
when removed to new and Ht 
locations that their Independent 
shows itself.

Hklm .Milk fit!vm. 

The Ontario Agricultural College re¬ 
ports the following experiment in feed¬ 
ing calves ; 

"Beginning May 0 an experiment was 
conducted to find the relative value of 
tklm milk and whole milk for calves. 
Two grade calves as nearly alike In 
age and weight as we could get were 
selected. No. 1 fed on skim milk only, 
was dropped May 3 and weighed only 
61 pounds on May 6. At the end of six 
weeks it weighed 141 pounds, h gain 
of HO pounds, or nearly two pounds 
per day. During this tlmo the calf 
drank 714 pounds of skim milk. Calf 
No. ^ fed on whole milk (dropped 
April 19), weighed 75 pounds at tho 
beginning, and 201 pounds at the end 
of six weeks, a gain of 126 pounds, or 
three pounds per daj'. 

"The calves were both sold to a local 
butcher, who pronounced the calf fed 
with whole milk worth 1 cent a pound 
more than tho other- The calf fed on 
skim milk sold for $8.50, and the one 
fed on whole milk for $7.50. Allowing 
$1.50 as the value of No. 1 calf and 
$2 as the value of No. 2 at the begin¬ 
ning of the experiment, we have $2 
as the value of 714- pounds of skim 
milk, og twenty-eight cents per 100 
pounds, and $5-50 os the value of 714 
pounds of whole milk, or seventy- 
seven cents per 1(>0 pounds. To pro¬ 
duce one pound of gain required 8.9 
pounds of skim milk. Tho whole milk 
gave one pond of gain for 6.6 pounds 
fed." __

View* of Randolph Huntington, tlu 
American Antliorlty on Breeding 

Mr. Randolph Huntington of Oyzter 
Bay, L.Lt N.Y., the leading American 
authority on all matters relating to the 
Arab hone, says the Country Gentle¬ 
man, wag bom In Springfield, Mate., 
Doc. 8, 1828, of old Connecticut st*ck, 
and a difect descendant of one of the 
signers o$ the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence. He was educated at a military 
school at Harnden, Conn., and put sued 
for many years a mercantile career, 
but seized every opportunity mean¬ 
while to prosecute .studies In animal 
breeding, this science having been a 
passion with him almost from earliest 
childhood. At five or six years of age 
he was keeping rabbits and guinea- 
pigs. and a.little later canaries, game 
fowls, pigeons, squirrels, dogs and 
other*animate—always seeking to get 
the best he could find and then to Im¬ 
prove their progeny by careful mating. 
Finally he settled down upon the horse 
as furnishing ample scope for all the 
skill and knnwiAge he could bring to 
bear, ar.d for years now, as readers 
know, he has been diligently engaged 
In studying, thinking, observing and 
writing about that animal, and in 
breeding what he regards os the best 
specimens of the genus In the world. 
His views may be briefly summarized 
as below: 

Haphazard breeding, producing mon¬ 
grels, can never accomplish anything: 
there must be a yet undiscovered path, 
at least an unfrequented one, whereby 
the broader could bo as confident In the 
prospective produce of his horses us 
in that of his Guernsey or Jersey 
cows. Other animals, bred In families, 
attained their highest excellence; why 
was the horse an exception? Presum¬ 
ably he was not. But how were the 
twisted and entangled threads of 
equine life to be unwound? How from 
the commingled breeding of decades of 
years was a pure strain of blood to he 
picked out? Immediate change to uni¬ 
formity was impossible. It would take 
years to produce a single pure type 
from so heterogeneous a mess. But,

nothing daunted, and guided by t^ts 
already successfully* made in p lulwy- 
brieding, he began the work. Ills se¬ 
lection and championship of Clay blood 
is too well known to dwell upon. Suf¬ 
fice It to say that the researches he 
made, together with personal exper¬ 
ience and observation, led him to be¬ 
lieve that the Arabian horse proper 
was the sine qua non of perfection in 
horso-brcedlng. Henry Clay, a notable 
horse in himself, was directly traceable 
to Arabian lineage. Securing the best 
obtainable of his sons and daughters, 
selections were made and these were 
carefully Interbred. On the arrival el 
Gen. Grant's Arabian horses Leopard 
and Linden Tree, gifts from the Bui- 
tan of Turkey, Mr. Huntington was 
permitted to send a few of his mares 
to Washington, where they were bred 
to Leopurd.

the other, and for protection from cold 
In zero weather the window should be 
arranged for double sash, and a storm 
door be built outside of the door. This 
building should be located near the 
bam, or if there is Voom, It may be 
partitioned off in a basement or under 
a hay bay, but In cold regions where 
mercury remains for weeks below zero 
I would prefer the separate building 
outside, and would build a flue and 
set up a stove so that a fire could be 
built once a day in severe weather. 

In feeding beets to cattle or bogs we 
do not cut them at all, as long exper¬ 
ience has shown that it is useless. A 
cow sometimes get choked on a trian¬ 
gular piece of beet that has been cut, 
but no cow ever choked on a piece that 
she bit out of a beet herself, and they 
will eat them without danger or waste 
If fed whole. I value beets for feeding 
to the brood sows, and think they are 
worth more for this purpose than for 
any other. If you want early pigs, 
move your sows into the empty bins 
from which the beets have been fed 
oat, putting them there ten days be¬ 
fore farrowing, and you can save all 
the pigs In the worst weather, and by 
the time the pigs are ten days old they 
can be moved to the hog house.—Wal¬ 
do F. Brown In Ohio Farmer.
